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WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 — The 
Government in its formal reply to- 
day asked the Supreme Court to 
refuse a review of the case of 12 
persons convicted of conspiracy to 
commit election frauds at Kansas 
‘City, Mo., in connection with the 
general election in November, 1936. 

The 12 appealed two weeks ago 
from a decision of the Highth Cir- 
euit Court of Appeals. They con- 
tended their conviction was errone- 
ous because “it (the offense as 
proved) was not a. conspiracy 
against a definite individual citi- 
zen” or “ citizens at all, def- 
inite or indefinite, but is only a 
conspilracy against candidates and 
the public.” 

Answering this, the Government 
said: 
“The argument that there was a 
lack of intent to injure the citi- 
zens who had cast their ballots is 
untenable. We do not believe that 
conspirators who have entered into 
an agreement to count the votes 
of citizens falsely may be heard to 
say that they did not intend to in- 
jure those citiezns in their right to 
have their votes counted as cast, 
when such injury of necessity is 
the direct and inevitable result. of 


the action of the conspirators.” 


After the 1936 election the Gov- 
ernment. seized 255,000 ballots cast 
in the city’s 460 voting precincts 
and two successive Federal grand 
juries, investigating the case, have 
indicted 181 election officials or em- 
ployes. Of these, 37 have been con- 
victed in several separate trials. 

“The petitioners do not contend,” 
the Government continued, “that 
each. of the citizens was not de- 
prived of his personal right of s.f- 
frage as effectively as if he had 
been prevented from casting his 
ballot. Their contention seems to 
be that the indictment is bad be-

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Miss Peterson Tells of Losing 
Eye in. Auto Collision 
in 1936. 


Testimony in the $100,000 damage 
suit of Miss Melba Peterson, 5522 
Robin avenue, against Bradford 
Shinkle Jr. for loss of her right eye 
and other injuries suffered in an 
automobile collisiop in Forest Park 
on Nov. 1, 1936, cohtinued today be- 
fore a jury in Circuit Judge Ernest 
F. Oakley’s court. Five other suits 
growing out of automobile collisions 
have been settled by an insurance 
company representing Shinkle. 

Miss Peterson, 27 years old, for- 
merly was employed as a clerk in 
a downtown shirt store. She testi- 
fied she was unconscious for 
three days after the accident 
and that the removal of her eye 
was necessary after she had partial- 
ly recovered from. fractures of the 
skull and pelvis. As a result of her 
injuries, she said, she was nervous 
and no longer able to enjoy dancing 
and horseback riding. 

Driver's Statement. 

The driver of the automobile in 
which she was riding, Thomas 
Withinton, residing near Jefferson 
Barracks, told the jury he was driv- 
ing north in Confederate Drive at 
about five miles an hour when his 
machine was struck by the Shinkle 
automobile eastbound in Grand 
drive at about 50 miles an hour. 
Withinton said he heard no automo- 
bile horn and that his machine. was 
thrown against the curb and over- 
turned. Withinton’s $10,000 suit 
against Shinkle was settled for 
$1666. 

Anthony Herzing, 4829A Natural 
Bridge avenue, riding in the back 
seat of Withinton’s machine with 
Miss Peterson, gave similar testi- 
mony about circumstances of the 
collision. He said they had attend- 
ed a Halloween party at the home 
of Miss Wilma Guenther, 405 Bauer 
road, St. Louis County, who was 
with them. Herzing’s suit for $5000 
has been settled for $875, and Miss 
Guenther received $833. 

Police Sergeant Charles E. Lani- 
gan and Patrolman Jerome Kraus 
testified that, although several per- 
sons congregated at the scene, they 
found none who witnessed the acci- 
dent. They said Withinton’s car, 
a Ford, was pushed about 35 feet 
before. it was overturned.

“We anticipate that revisions 
will. be required and we doubt that 
funds authorized to be appropriat- 


led ‘are sufficient to fully achieve 
the objectives of the measure,” the 
federation committee said. 


“However, it is our belief that 
this. bill, if enacted into law, will 
provide for a program that will at- 
tract the um voluntary sup- 
port of farmers and embodies the 
necessary provisions to constitute 
the basis for a sound and perma- 
nent national program for agricul- 
ture and should be passed by the 
Congress.” 

Opposition to rushing the bill 
through the House came from the 
National Grange. Fred Brenck- 
man, the Grange’s Washington rep- 
resentative, write all House mem- 
bers protesting against hasty action 
and asking that the legislation “be 
stripped of its compulsory features.” 

“The major provisions of the bill,” 
Brenckman wrote, “call for a de- 
gree of governmental control and 
regimentation that is wholly un- 
necessary and that is incompatible 
with all our best American ideals 
and traditions.” 

He said the Grange was “in ac- 
cord” with some features of the bill, 


O’Connor*Defends Limit. 


Chairman O’Connor (Dem.), New 
York of the Rules Committee de- 
fending the debate limitation, said 
every rule of the House was a gag 
rule and that some people wished 
the Senate had such rules, too.

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LOS ANGELES, Feb. 8.—A med- 
ical specialist, called as a prosecu- 
tion rebuttal witness in Paul A. 
Wright's trial for killing his wife, 
Evelyn, and John Kimmel, dis- 
cussed sterilization today, eontend- 
ing such an operation does not al- 
ways leave the patient emotionally 
unstable. 


The defense contends that 


tionally unstable, and that it was a 
factor in upsetting him when he 
saw Mrs. Wright and Kimmel in an 
embrace. 

After discussing the operation at 
length, Dr. H. Schwartz was asked 


by Prosecutor J. Miller Leavy: 

“Do you think sterilization would 
be a factor in emotional shock on 
discovering an infidelity?” 

Dr. Schwartz qualified his an- 
swer, but indicated he did not think 
such an operation would have that 
effect. He admitted he could not 
tell by examination. The best way 
to determine whether sterilization 
would increase emotional shock, the 
witness concluded, was to ask the 
individual himself. 

Mrs, Emma Edith McBride, moth- 
er of Wright's wife, began today’s 
session by testifying that Wright 
gave his wife drinks and then asked 
her questions because, in suspecting 
her, he believed she told the truth 
when drinking. 

Mrs. J. E. McBride of Detroit, 
Mich., a prosecution rebuttal wit- 
ness, testified yesterday that Wright 
told her in Detroit in 1934 he had 
undergone a sterilization operation 
and added, “I don’t want any more 
family — Helen (the Wrights’ baby 
daughter) is enough to take care 

of.” Mrs. McBride is the mother of 
Mrs. Wright, who, with John Kim- 
mel, was shot to déath by Wright. 

Wright has testified he under- 
went the operation to avert danger 
of further childbirth to Mrs. 
Wright, then afflicted with kidney 
trouble. 

Mrs. McBride said her dsughter 
had no miscarriage on a visit home 
in March, 1933, as Wright testified, 
She also denied Wright's statement 
that when he telephoned from 
Cleveland she told him Mrs. Wright 
was “too sick t» talk.” Mrs. Wright 
was lying down at the time and 
later went to the telephone herself, 
Mrs. McBride testified. 


Tells of Ex-Husband’s, Visits, 


The witness denied that Mrs. 
Wright resented visits of her for- 
mer husband, Clark Brannion of 
Detroit, to see their daughter, 
Joan, 6 years old. 

“You didn’t resent his visits, 
either—he was always welcome at 
your home?” asked Prosecutor Er- 
nest Roll. “Yes,” she said. 

She identified a note she said 
Wright once gave her reading, “If 
Clark calls tomorrow, do not let 
him in.” Wright previously testi- 
fied this note was in his handwrit- 
ing, but he did not recall writing 
it. 

In 1935, Wright telephoned from 
Chicago saying he thought Mrs. 
Wright had been going out with 
someone else, but that he learried 
of only one telephone cal] as evi- 
dence of it, Mrs. McBride testified. 

W. H. Foster, a juror, was er- 
cused from duty yesterday because 
he complained he was nervously 
upset, had gastro-intestinal trouble 
and had developed “deep sympa- 
thy” for the defendant. Dr. Benja- 
min Blank, county jail physician, 
examined Foster, and reported to 
the Court he was suffering from a 
stomach ailment. Superior Judge 
Ingall Bull discharged Foster, and 
an alternate juror, Mrs, Mary 
Smith, took his place. 

The defense rested yesterday, and 
the State introduced rebuttal wit- 
nesses in the effort to show that 
Wright, former airport manager, 
shot his wife and Kimmel to death 
deliberately and consciously. . 


Nursemaid Testifies. 


Another rebuttal witness was 
Mrs. Werda Perry, nursemaid for 
the Wrights for about three months 
in 1936. Mrs. Perry's answers, Roll 
said, were so inconsistent with 
those she gave to authorities four 
days after the shooting that he 
would endeavor to impeach her tes- 
timony. 

The witness said that, although 
the Wrights quarreled, she did not 
know the duration of the argu- 
ments or who started them. Mrs, 
Perry finally conceded that, al- 
though financial matters was the 
most frequent cause for the quar-

The Archbishop of Canterbury sug- 
gested consultation with authorities 
on the repeal measure, since it af- 
fected royal prerogative. 

Lord Cecil, a prominent layman, 
said he knew Chamberlain was 
“thorough and conscientious” in all 
matters, but thought his religion 
incompatible with the advisory 
function.

All the major nations, it is plain, favor the parts 
of the plan that serve their particular interests, and 
oppose thosé which imply sacrifices on their part. 
This circumstance indicates the theoretical sound- 
ness and the practical weakness of the proposals pre- 
pared by the Belgian ex-Premier after months of 
travel and research. 

His general premise, that lowering of trade barriers, 
stabilization of currencies, consolidation of interna- 
tional debts and solution of colonial problems would 
bring fresh hope and new security to the world, is 
80 evident a truism that it approaches the trite. 
Spokesmen of all nations, democratic and Fascist 
alike, have been saying much the same for a long 
time. But on what terms can these things be ac- 
complished? 

From the very nature of their make-up, the to- 
talitarian states can go only a short distance on the 
road to international economic collaboration. They 
are nations whose goal is self-containment, in prepa- 
ration for the day when war and blockades may come. 
Rigid currency control is essential, to save their 
shaky financial structures from collapse. And mili- 
tarist dictatorships, for reasons of prestige, are no- 
toriously shy about giving the peace guaranties which 
the report holds will be necessary in return for finan- 
cial help from the economically stronger countries. 

The futility of full-dress economic conferences 
under present conditions has already been proved. 
Since the London conference of 1933 collapsed, the 
barriers to success of such meetings have grown 
higher. Secretary Hull has adopted the more prac- 
tical plan of bilateral trade agreements, with bene- 
fits extended to other countries in accordance with 
the most-favored-nation principle. a 8 

The world’s present economic and political im- 
passe is a development of years; it will likewise re- 
quire years for its amelioration. The Van Zeeland 
report is an approach to its solution, and the motives 
that inspire it deserve respect from all men of good 
will, Coming at a time when economic crisis. and 
militaristic madness are rising rapidly, they should 
be regarded both as a warning and an opportunity, 
and as a basis for serious study.

The Supreme Court knocked out 
the use of the commerce clause in this connection in 
1918, a 5 to 4 decision that brought forth one of the 
late Justice Holmes’ most noted dissenting opinions, 
but the broader view that the court has since taken of 
the uses of the commerce clause, as in the Wagner 
Act cases, makes it reasonable to assume that the 
1918 decision would no longer stand. 

It would be unfortunate if the enemies of child 
labor should defeat their own purpose by dividing 
as to the method by which this evil should be at- 
tacked.

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SUCCESS OF THE “POP” CONCERT. | 
That St. Louis is a city where love of fine music 
abounds was proved anew by the first of the re- 
vived “pop” concert series, at the Auditorium Sun- 
day afternoon.

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PASTOR NIEMOELLER GOES TO TRIAL. 

The Nazi Government endured the open criticisms 
of its church policy by the Rev. Martin Niemoeller 
for more than four years before it dared order his 
imprisonment. The pastor’s vast following, his great 
popularity, his fine war record and his earnest elo- 
quence made him an antagonist worthy of even 
Fascist respect. At length, last July, after several 
brief stays in jail, he was ordered held for trial. 
The proceeding, originally set for August, was post- 
poned indefinitely, and only now has the Govern- 
ment at last summoned the courage to try his case. 

Even now, he cannot have a fair trial as the de- 
mocracies know court procedure. The hearings will 
go on behind closed doors, with only two repre- 
sentatives of Niemoeller’s church group admitted to 
the court, as a great concession.. He has the bene- 
fit of able counsel, but the People’s Court, before 
which he is being tried, is notoriously far from an 
impartial body. 

The Nazis charge Niemoeller with various of- 
fenses that add up to treason, which is punishable 
by death: malicious attacks upon the Government, 
misuse of the pulpit, summoning the populace to 
civil disobedience and authorship of seditious dec- 
larations. That is the Fascist aspect of Niemoel- 
ler’s actions. From the point of view of democracy, 
what he has done is to assert the human right to 
freedom of religion. He has vigorously opposed the 
efforts of the state to bend the church to its will. 
In having the courage to do this, he has sacrificed 
advantage and privilege, and placed his life in peril. 

Liberty of conscience is fighting for its life as his 
three lawyers present the case and as he declares 
his principles before the Fascist court. 
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A BILL TO AVERT DRUG TRAGEDIES. 

The lesson of the elixir sulfanilamide tragedies of 
last autumn, which took at least 73 and perhaps 93 
lives, would be made effective by a bill just intro- 
duced in the House by Representative Virgil Chap- 
man (Dem.) of Kentucky. His measure provides 
for the licensing of new drug preparations, with a 
bar on their sale to the public until a Government 
board of experts agrees that they have been tested 
properly and can be marketed without danger to 
users. : 

Had such a law been in effect previously, the fatal 
properties of elixir suifanilamide would have been 
known without the sacrifice of human lives. The 
laggard pace of long-needed food and drug law re- 
form is demonstrated by the fact that such a mass 
tragedy could occur in the absence of proper pre- 
ventive legislation. Secretary Wallace, in his re- 
port ‘of last Nov. 26, recommended a licensing sys- 
tem similar to that provided in the Chapman bill.

Government by Propaganda 


New Deal has tried to sell itself to the American taxpayer through elaborate and 
costly publicity, says writer, but correspondents have- been careful to distinguish 
between actual news and mere press-agentry; newspaper men, as a rule, do their 
own fact-finding and take care to see that opposition party gets a “fair break.”

GREAT deal of exaggeration has been 

and is being written about the propa- 

ganda machine which functions in 
Washington under the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. So it may be appropriate to have a little 
interpretation and fact-finding about the 
propaganda impact of the New Deal. The 
very size of the publicity machine for which 
the taxpayers are now paying is striking 
enough to make exaggeration unnecessary, 
but we need a sense of proportion in esti- 
mating the effects. 

In the first place, organized propaganda 
was not invented by Franklin D. Roose 
velt and “Charlie” Michelson, the Demo- 
cratic party’s publicity director. In its 
modern form, it came into the American 
It de- 
clined somewhat in the 208, until President 
Hoover approached the question of public 
information as methodically as he surveyed 
all other problems. He brought a consid- 
erable increase in the number of profes- 
sional press agents in the Government. Most 
departments had their press officers, and 
some of them have remained unchanged dur- 
ing the New Deal years, - 

Under Mr. Roosevelt, this tendency was 
pushed to a tremendous extreme. His whole 
program was dependent upon the success 
with which it was “sold” to. the. public. 
Newspaper men had been active in his elec- 
toral strategy; they were active in his high- 
er command after March 4, 1933. No ad- 
ministration had ever been more publicity- 
conscious,

The size of the publicity machine in Wash- 
ington may be briefly indicated. According 
to figures compiled by the Brookings In- 
stitution, there were at the end of last year 
250 whole- or part-time press agents. Their 
annual salaries totaled $717,932. 

The biggest unit was in the Department 
of Agriculture, with 73 press agents listed; 
the F H A was a poor second with 23; the 
Social Security Board along with 21; 
the Treasury had 14 and Interior, 12. There 
are notable omissions: W P A and the Na- 
tional Emergency Council did not submit 
figures, although each has a large press 
office, :

Because they were clever 
about it, primarily, and secondarily, because 
the publishers were anxious for copy from 
the critical side of the case, 


What the New Deal propaganda system 


comes down to, as far as the Washington 


newspaper correspondents are concerned, is. 


a matter of “Caveat emptor,” loosely trans- 
lated in this case to mean, “Let the cor- 
respondent beware.” If any intelligent news- 
paper man is fooled by the press agents’ ef- 
forts, he has only himself to blame, Some 
of us have been fooled. But we learn.

The groundwork of the administration’s 
publicity. machine, the system, the good 
press officers, the chiefs of staff in each 
department, had their counterparts well 
before the New Deal. Several of them have 
outgrown their original functions and are 
really policy advisers, although still avail- 
able to the préss.

This 16.5 
per cent increase in the number of 
automobiles, however, does not 
compare with the increase in the 
aggregate valuation on cars, from 
$5,582,534 to $8,872,583, or almost 59 
per cent, 

Another substantial increase in 
personal property listed is in money, 
notes and bonds, which increased 
from $3,507,639 to $4,727,517. “All 
other property,” which includes 
tools, manufacturing equipment and 
similar totals $10,815,483 on 
the 1988 books, compared with $9,- 
880,778 a year ago.

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Small Child's 
Lies Are Born 


Of Some Fear 


Parents Should Try to 
Learn Why Youngster 
Is Afraid to Tell Truth.

66 T child told me a lie to- 
Mev. A deliberate lie. What 
is to be done with him? 
Should I send him to confess it to 
the clergyman? Should I tell his 
father? Would a visit to the jail 
do any good? Should I have 
whipped him? I am so upset that 
I am not sure of myself and must 
have help. 

“He asked for 5 cents to get 
a notebook, and I gave it to him, 
When I asked him if he got the 
book he said, Tes“ I thought no 
more about it until a couple of days 
later, when he asked for a writing 
pad that was on the desk. I asked 
him for his notebook and he said 
he had lost it. I got the truth out 
of him by questioning him. He spent 
the 5 cents for candy and got no 
book. I’m heartbroken.” 


Don’t be heartbroken, don’t be 
frightened. This lie is not the first 
one that has shadowed this earth, 
nor will it be the last. Since the 
beginning of time men have used 
a lie as the door to escape. Why 
should we be so frightened when a 
child follows the race-old pattern? 
All children lie sometimes, but only 
the abnormal child continues the 
practice. This mistake can be 


trained out just as other mistakes 


are trained out of a child's be- 
havior. Take heart and face the 
situation. It is going to be over- 
come, 


First—and this is hightly impor- 
tant to success—build up the health 
of the child. Courage is bern of 
health, physical and mental. Lies 
are born of fear, and fear is un- 
healthy, the sign of iliness. The 
lie itself is not so important as the 
cause of the lie. What made the 
child want candy so badly? Why 
was he afraid to task for candy di- 
rectly? Why was he afraid to 
tell his wants and his feelings to 
his mother? In the correct an- 
swers to these questions lies the so- 
lution of this problem. 


When a child tells a He, or is 
discovered pilfering, try not to be 
frightened yourself, and try not to 
frighten the child. Fear will con- 
fuse you and allow you to do things 
that you would never do if your 
mind was clear and your reason 
uppermost. Don’t strike the child. 


Don’t scare him with hell fire. Do | 


not put hot pepper on his tongue, 
Do not inflict pain of this sort 
upon him, for it will increase his 
fear; increase his tendengy to de- 
fend himself with a lie; increase his 
helplessness. 

Listen to his story. Question 
him carefully. Try to find the truth 
of his actions. Think it over. Try, 
if possible, to see why he did this 
thing. Then talk to him. Tell him, 
if he is a little chap, about 5 or 
so, a good fable that sets out your 
meaning. If he is older tell him 
that a lie is foolish gesture that 
deceives nobody, but injures the 
liar seriously in his reputation and 
in his own soul. Give him a good 
example, a pattern to go by. There 
are heroes of truth that boys de- 
light to honor. Tie one to the 
erring lad. Keep searching for the 
root of the trouble and build to 
strengthen the child against it. 
But don’t be afraid.
